Freeman's Railroad Bill. 


LOS ANGELES, WEDNESDAY MORNING, FEBRUARY 4. 1874, 
NUMBER 105. 


The following is a copy of Freeman’s 
hill, as it passed the Assembly, on the 
29th instant, by a vote of 68 to 8 : 
AN ACT to 
Regulate 
Fares and 
Freights on the Railroads in the 
State of California : 
The People of (he State of California, 
represented in Senate and Assembly} 
do enact as follow s: 
S uction 1. 
It shall be unlawful for 
any railroad company to charge more 
than four (4) cents per mile for each 
passenger with one hundred pounds or 
less of baggage, or more than the fol­ 
lowing ratea per ton for freight.trans­ 
ported on such railroad : 
If such 
freights be carried eighty miles or 
over, the amount charged shall not ex­ 
ceed three cents per ton per mile; if 
carried seventv miles, and not exceed­ 
ing eighty miles, the amount charged 
shall not exceed three and one-quarter 
cents per ton per mile, and shall not 
exceed two dollars and forty cents per. 
ton for the entire distance ; if carried 
sixty miles, and not exceeding seventy 
miles, the amount charged shall not 
exceeil three and a half cents per ton 
per mile, and the 
whole 
amount 
charged shall not exceed two dollars 
and twenty-seven cents for the entire 
distance ; if carried fifty m iles and not 
exceeding sixty miles, the amount 
shall not exceed four cents per ton per 
mile, ami 
shall 
not exceed 
two 
dollars and ten cents per ton per 
mile for the entire distance ; if carried 
forty miles, and H ot exceeding fifty 
miles, the amount charged shall not 
exceed four and one-half cents per ton 
per mile, and shall not exceed two dol­ 
lar* per ton for the entire distance; if 
carried thirty miles and not exceeding 
forty miles, the amount charged shall 
not exceed six cents per ton per mile, 
and not exceed one dollar and ninety 
cents for the entire distance ; if carried 
twenty miles and not exceeding thirty 
miles, the amount charged shall not 
exceed eight cents per ton per mile, and 
shall not exceed one dollar and eighty 
cents per ton for the entire distance ; 
if carried any distance less than twenty 
miles, the amount charged shall not 
exceed ten cents per ton per mile, and 
shall not exceed one dollar and sixty 
cents for the entire distance. 
Kec. 2. 
On all railroads that reach 
an altitude of fifteen hundred feet or 
more above the level of the ocean at 
high tide, charges may be made on all 
freights transported over such parts of 
said road as are at or above such alti­ 
tude, “for the distance they are trans­ 
ported upon such part of said road 
which is above such altitude,” at a 
rate fifty per cent, above the rates al­ 
lowed by the provisions of this Act. 
Sec. 3. 
On all articles of a bulky 
nature, such as dry goods, furniture, 
machinery, agricultural implements, 
hardware^ leather, liquors, oils, paper, 
wool, brooms, broom-corn, carriages, 
manufactured goods in cases, etc., such 
as that 2.000 pounds shall measure 50 
cubic feet, and less than 60 cubic feet, 
there may be added to the rates al­ 
lowed by Section 1, of this Act 25 per 
cent, thereof; and on such as that 
2,000 pounds shall measure 60 cubic 
feet, and less than 70 cubic feet, there 
may be added to such rate 50 per cent, 
thereof; and on all such as that 2,000 
pounds shall measure 70 cubic feet, 
and less than 80 cubic feet aud over, 
there may be added to such rates 100 
per cent, thereof.

Sec. 4. 
On 
all 
single 
packages 
weighing two thousand pounds and 
less than three thousand pounds, there 
may be added to the rates allowed in 
section one of this Act twenty-five per 
cent, thereof; and on all single pack­ 
ages weighing three thousand pounds 
and less than four thousand pounds, 
there may be added to such rates fifty 
per cent, thereof; and on all single 
packages weighing 
four 
thousand 
pounds and less than five thousand 
pounds, there may be added to such 
rates seventy-five per cent, thereof; 
and on all single packages weighing 
five thousand pounds and upwards, 
there may be added to such rates one 
hundred per cent, thereof. 
Sec. 5. 
On all 
gunpowder, cntn- 
phene, acids or any other explosive 
article of a like nature; also on glass 
and glassware, there may be added to 
the rates provided in section one of 
this Act one hundred per cent.thereof. 
Bee. 6. 
All loading and unloading 
of freight transported over any of the 
railroads of this State shall be at the 
expense of the company owning and 
operating such road; provided, said 
loading and unloading is done at 
points where the company has regular 
stations. 
Bee. 7. 
No extra amounts shall be 
charged above the rates fixed by this 
Act on freights of less than one ton, 
but such freights shall be computed 
and charged for in proportion as the 
weight shall be as to one ton; provided, 
that in no case shall any railroad com­ 
pany be required to receive less than 
twenty-five cents for any one lot of 
freight transported by them for any 
distance. 
Bee. 8. 
For each car-load of horses, 
cattle, liogs, sheep, or other domestic 
animals transported over any railroad, 
there shall not be charged an amount 
exceeding ten tons, at the rates speci­ 
fied in section one of this Act. 
Bee. 9. 
All 
railroads 
connecting 
with each other, whether owned or 
operated by the same or different per­ 
sons or corporations, as well as all 
steamers employed by any railroad in 
ferrying cars or passengers across or 
along any of the waters of this State, 
shall, for the purposes of this Act, be 
deemed and considered continuous 
lines or parts of one and the same rail­ 
load- 
, , 
, 
Sec. 10. 
For every violation of any 
of the provisions or limitations con­ 
tained m this Act, by any company 
or corporation owning or operating 
any railroad in this State, such com­ 
pany or corporation shall forfeit to any 
party agrieved thereby the sum of two 
hundred dollars and the entire amount 
of freightage or fare thus paid, and 
the same may be recovered by suit in 
any Court in this State of competent 
Jurisdiction. 
In suits brought under 
the provisions of this Act, any num­ 


ber of causes of uction may be united 
in the same complaint. 
See. 11. 
In ail actions brought un­ 
der the provisions of this Act in .1 us- 
tice’s Court, the summons and com­ 
plaint may lie served-on the company 
or corporation by delivery of a copy 
thereof to any officer or agent of the 
company or corporation against which 
the damage, penalty, or forfeiture is 
claimed, who has charge of a depot or 
station on the line of railroad owned 
or operated by said company or corpo­ 
ration. 
Sec. 12. 
In addition to the civil 
actions in this Act provided, any otli- 
cer, conductor, agent, or employe of 
any railroad company or corporation, 
who shall demand or receive any 
greater amount for freightage or fare 
than herein allowed, shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and shall be fined in u 
sum of not less than twenty-five nor 
more than five hundred dollars. 


About Sheep. 


The demand for good mutton is con­ 
stantly increasing, and we think the 
mutton breeds will pay the best when 
they are kept in small flocks and given 
that special attention required 10 pro­ 
duce the best animals. 
But if the 
farmer expects to put a few Cotswold, 
Lincoln, Leicester or Southdown sheep 
upon his farm and let them shift for 
themselves, as some do their young 
cattle, lie will he sadly disappointed in 
the profits. These sheep, like thcBhort 
Horns, are perfected by long breeding 
and judicious feeding, and they cannot 
make mutton or wool without abun­ 
dance of good feed and care. 
“ Blood 
will tell,” hut it must have something 
to support it, or it will tell on the 
wrong side of the ledger. 
I’UHK-HBKD, OR CROSS. 
If all the fanners were to commence 
Hocks of Cotswolds, or other mutton 
breeds, the supply would at once be 
exhausted and prices would go beyond 
reach, so there is no other way but to 
breed the cross. 
Mr. Joseph Harris 
lias made a violent cross of the Cots­ 
wold buck upon the Merino ewes for 
some years without any ill eflccts. 
From seventy-four lambs dropped, lie 
raised seventy-three, and both ewes 
and lambs remained in fine health. 
Some otiier breeders have been equally 
successful, and we may therefore con­ 
clude that this is a safe and profitable 
cross. The result of this cross is fifty 
per cent, more weight of carcass, of a 
quality satisfactory to the manufac­ 
turers. 
This cross can be cheaply 
made by any farmer, as Cotswold or 
Lincoln bucks are obtained for a small 
sum, and he may have a flock three- 
fourths or more mutton blood. 
We believe such sheep, bred and fed 
as they should be will pay on all farms 
where mutton is in demand. 
But oil 
the great plains of the West, where 
grain is scarce and the market for 
mutton is too distant, finc-wool sheep 
are undoubtedly more profitable. The 
Merinos may he kept in almost unlim­ 
ited flocks, are hardy, and require 
much less attention of the flock-mas­ 
ter. This line staple is also required 
in our market, and the great West can 
furnish it to any extent desired. This 
country should produce its own wool 
of every grade without help from for­ 
eign shores. — [Western Agricultur­ 
alist. 
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In the commercial letter , from Bail 
Francisco is a statement that during 
the month of December there were 
shipped from Ban Francisco over the 
Central Pacific Railroad for the East 
64, Out) pounds of dried fruit. In another 
portion of the same letter is the state­ 
ment there is an usually active de­ 
mand for dried peaches and apples for 
the same market, and that orders are 
waiting to be tilled for machine-cored 
dried apples at 9 to \)h cents a pound. 
This is but the beginning of an impor­ 
tant trade for our State. 
We have 
heretofore called 
the 
attention of 
orehardist to the certainty that this 
trade would be opened up at no dis­ 
tant day, and urged them to be pre­ 
pared lor it by the production of fruits 
and the preparation of facilities for 
drying them. Year by year fruit of 
all kinds is depreciating in quality 
and quantity in the Atlantic States. 
Especially is this the ease with peaches 
and pears. 
We believe the day is not 
far distant when California may, if 
she will, supply the largest portion of 
the dried fruit of these varieties con­ 
sumed east of the Rocky Mountains, 
and that the business may be rendered 
ve ry re ni u 11 e ra t i ve. 
The 
market now 
developing for 
dried fruits we regard as much more 
valuable to California than any market 
so far away can possibly be i'or green 
fruits. We can raise better pears than 
any other State, and, with the arti­ 
ficial means for drying them now in­ 
troduced, the business of raising and 
drying pears for the Eastern market j 
can be made a most certain and pro- 
Atable one. 
The same may be said of 
nearly all other kinds of fruit. 
But if 
we were going into tho fruit busi­ 
ness we would plant freely of pears, 
figs, plums, and grapes for raisins. 
One hundred and sixty acres of good 
land planted with these four kinds of 
fruit anywhere in the State, near any 
of the railroads, would be worth to the 
owner $1,000 per acre, and when in 
successful bearing could be made to 
pay the interest on that sum. — [Sac. 
Record.

T h e Effect of the F a rm e rs ’ Move­ 
m ent on the V a lu e of Railroad 
Securities. 
V telegraphic dispatch a low days 
since is the medium by which a report 
is circulated to the effect that Ameri­ 
ca» railroad securities are heiny ship­ 
ped home from Germany in consider­ 
able quantities for sale here. 
A monopoly organ uses this as a text 
from which to read the Graugers, 
Anti-Monopolists and Independents a 
sermon on the error of their ways, 
laying all the blame of this distrust in 
the value of our railroad bonds at the 
iloors of the men who believe that the 
State shall control the corporations, 
instead of the corporations ruling the 
State. 
The distrust of American railroad 
securities in Germany dates lurther 
hack than tito farmers’ movement,and 
is based on more serious grounds than 
a fear that the State governments will 
injuriously regulate the railroads. The 
first serious shock given to German 
confidence was administered by the 
band of swindling sharks who built 
the Rockford, Rock Island and St. 
Louis Railroad, in Illinois. In 1868 
and 1869, these confidence operators 
negotiated a loan in Germany for nine 
millions of dollars. Their mortgage 
restricted the issue of bouds to the sum 
of $20,000 per mile, but they shoved 
bonds on the unsuspecting people of 
Germany till the 
issue was over 
$66,000 to the mile. They swindled 
the people of Illinois into voting them 
large sums as subsidies, and construct­ 
ed a miserable, rickety excuse for a 
road, and pocketed several millions of 
the bondholders’ money. The road was 
then abandoned by them, and it has 
never paid its running expenses. Not 
a cent ol' interest has ever been paid 
on these bonds, and the road would 
not, to-day, bring enough to pay the 
accrued interest. 
The Chicago and Southwestern, of 
Iowa, another wildcat institution of 
the same character, went for these un­ 
suspecting Dutchmen for as many 
more millions, and their interest has 
been in default. 
Numerous other railroads through­ 
out the northwestern States were built 
wholly or in part with German funds 
by wildcat speculators, paid a little in­ 
terest while tho work of construction 
was going on, but as soon as the bonds 
were all disposed of, and the operators 
had time to make of with their swag, 
the iuterest paying was stopped and 
the investors left to w histle for their 
money. There are millions of dollars 
in American railroad securities in Ger­ 
many to-day that have never paid a 
cent of interest,and they can be bought 
lor a song by any one who lias the 
money to spare, and cures to take the 
risk of purchasing them. 
It is this class of railroad financier­ 
ing that has disturbed the value of 
railroad bouds in Germany, and not 
tho farmers’ movement. 


State 
Aid 
for 
A gricultural 
cieties. 
So- 


There will besóme opposition in the 
Legislature this winter to granting 
t lie usual appropriation to the several 
agricultural associations, on the score 
of eoonoAy. The agricultural editor 
of the Record says: 
“W e have seen it urged in connec­ 
tion with this subject that the money 
appropriated by the State for the ben­ 
efit of practical agriculture is too often 
used by the managers of the societies 
in giving purses for horse races. 
In 
answer to this, we would ay that if 
this has been the case heretofore it is 
the easiest thing in the world to pre­ 
vent the misuse of the money in the 
future. The Legislature can specify 
in tho law for what general purposes 
the money appropriated shall be used. 
Or they can, by separate enactment, 
prescribe UiF rules and regulations of 
the exhibitors. So that the conduct 
of the societies in the use of the money 
cannot he urged against the appropria­ 
tion.” 
There are a great many struggling 
industries that ean be encouraged bet­ 
ter through the medium of agricul­ 
tural societies thait otherwise, and if 
the bounty of the State is honestly ap­ 
plied to the advancement of the iuter- 
ests of practical farming, we shall be 
glad to see it continued. 
I n the Assembly, on Saturday, the 
Los Angeles and San Diego delegation 
reported and regommended.the passage 
of Assembly Hill No. 208: 
An Act to amend an Act entitled an 
Act to protect agriculture, and to pre­ 
vent the trespass of animals upon 
private property in the county of Los 
Angeles and in the county of San Die­ 
go and parts of Monterey county, ap­ 
proved February 14,1872, and lo repeal 
an Act amendatory thereof, approved 
March 5, 1872.

We find it harder to# convince 
people that It is not as warm in South­ 
ern California in summer as it is in 
the Eastern States, than of anything 
else: 
It scorns impossible to remove the 
impression of people in theoldcr State- 
of the Union, that although our win­ 
ters are mild and delightful, it must 
be fearful to pass ¡1 summer itere and 
endure the "heated term .” 
if tho edi­ 
tors of the East and interior will copy 
this one little item, they wilt inform 
at least a million of interested readers 
that there is no such a thing as “ a 
heated term ” in Southern California. 
As far south as San Dieg^the thermo­ 
meter seldom rises to ninety, and 
when it docs, the air is so fresh and 
bracing that the heat is not felt as 
it would bo in any of the States from 
Maine to Texas, or from Minnesota to 
Florida. This is a simple fact, without 
a shade of coloring. 
We have sent our 
correspondent a copy 
the IIVe/7// 
Jdrcnn, which contains the thermome- 
tricul statistics for the last three years, 
and he will there find ample proof of 
the correctness of our statements. 
Of course, it is almost an unavoida­ 
ble inference with people who know 
so little of the causes which modify 
and cool the summer temperature of 
the Southern Coast of California, and 
who know so well how hot it gets 
in the Eastern and interior States, to* 
conclude that it must be something 
fearful to puss the summer here and 
endure tho discomforts of a Routed 
term. 
It would seem incredible to 
them to be informed that the heat in 
the valley of the Rod River of the 
North, in the British Possessions, or 
even on the shores of Lake W inni­ 
peg, during tho summer months, is 
from ten to twenty degrees greater in 
ordinary weather than it ever is in 
Santa Barbara or San Diego, and yet 
such is the fact.

M ex ican -A m e ric a n s. 


Delegate McCornick of Arizona has 
introduced in Congress a bill to declare 
the rights of Mexican citizens who 
were living in Upper California and 
New Mexico when the portions of 
Mexican territory were ceeded to the 
United States under the treaty of 
Guadalupe in 1S4S. The Washington 
correspondent of the “ Chronicle” gives 
the following information concerning 
this matter: 
There has sometimes been a dispute 
concerning the rights of such citizens 
under the treaties, and now it is at 
this late day proposed to declare them. 
The bill provides that all tlio.se Mex­ 
ican citizens and residents who at dú­ 
date of the treaty of Guadalupe H i­ 
dalgo and the Gadsden treaty respec­ 
tively were established as such citi­ 
zens'ami residents in any territory 
acquired by the United States from 
Mexico through the said treaties, and 
who have since continued to reside in 
good faith within the lim itsaif the 
United States, are and shall be entitled 
to have, possess, exercise and enjoy 
all such rights, powers and privileges 
under the law as belong and are ac­ 
corded to citizens of the United States; 
that every such Mexican citizen and 
resident, having continued to reside 
as aforesaid, has. and shall continue 
to have, the right to sue and be sued, 
to acquire, possess, hold, enjoy and 
dispose of property, whether real, per­ 
sonal or mixed, as fully as any citizen 
of the United States; that any such 
Mexican citizen and resident, having 
continued to reside as aforesaid, and 
being desirous of actual naturalization 
under the Constitution and the laws of 
the United States, shall be entitled to 
the same, on proof of such residence, 
and the other legal requisites, in any 
competent Court, without a previous 
declaration of intention. 
The effect of tiiis bill, if it becomes 
a law, will be very salutary in Cali­ 
fornia, ami particularly in the south­ 
ern counties and Arizona, where there 
seems to lie 110 established rule for de­ 
termining who is entitled to vote, etc. 
Your correspondent lias seen men try­ 
ing to get in the votes of Indians with 
the plea that they were “Mexicans” 
under the treaty. This bill will cor­ 
rect abuses and aid the “Mexican citi­ 
zen,” who will become thereby really, 
technically and practically an “ A ind ­ 
ican” citizen.
